Public Lands 


in Alberta 


In 1930, when the Dominion 
Government *. handed over the 
administration of Atbefcta’s nat¬ 
ural resources to the Province, 
the Department of Lands and 
Mines was organized Due to 
•increasing development of re¬ 
sources, it became necessary to 
divide the original department 
On April 1, 1949, the Department 
of Min-es and Minerals and the 
Department of Lands and For¬ 
ests were established. 

The Lands Branch of the -De¬ 
partment of Lands and Forests 
has jurisdiction over most of the 
uublic lands in the Province. 
Involving over 90 million acres, 
these public lands make u p 
more than half of Alberta’s en¬ 
tire land area. Approximately 
nine million acres are now held 
under lease, permit or sale a- 
greement. Eighty million acres 
still unoccupied contain as much 
arable land as all other uii- 
a-evelopcd areas in Canada. 

Public lands in Alberta are 
classified into settlement and 
non-settlement zones. Where 
the land is covered with timber 
in commercial quantities, where 
the land is unsuitable for culti¬ 
vation, or where it is too iso¬ 
lated, settlement is not permit¬ 
ted. It may be leased for - com¬ 
mercial purposes or made avail¬ 
able for grazing on a temporary 
basis. 

In the settlement zone public 
lands are made available under¬ 
various > regulations such as 
homestead, gearing or cultiva¬ 
tion leases and sale agreement. 


Alberta’s homestead lease pol¬ 
icy governs the disposal of pub- 
lic lands suitable for settlement. 
A person may apply for a lease 
on a half-section of land. Pay¬ 
ment for the lease, including 
taxes, is made on a crop share 
basis on completion of specified 
residence and cultivation duties, 
title may be obtained for a 
nominal sum. 

The homestead lease policy of 
the’ Department of I-ands and 
Forests has been well received. 
More than 6,000 leases, repre¬ 
senting about throe million ac¬ 
res, are now H effect. 

The Provin¬ 
cial Parks 
iBoard is a 
part of the De¬ 
partment o f 
Lands and 
F orests. T h e 
function of the 
Board is to preserve and help 
develop special, locations in -Al¬ 
berta suitable for recreational 
purposes. All provincial parks 
are game preserves. The work 
of development is done on a co¬ 
operative basis, with the Alberta 
government and local residents 
sharing ^responsibility. About 23 
parks have been established to 
date, with other areas reserved 
for fulure development. 

The Technical Division of the 
Department of Lands and For¬ 
ests is responsible for the prep¬ 
aration of legal descriptions, 
maps and plans of public lands 
in Alberta, land surveys for 
settlement purposes and aerial 
phonographs. 

The largest stock of Alberta 
maps is rarriM ny me tmchhiuiii 
Division. rheso arc available 
to the general public and to all 
government offices 

The Aerial Photographic Lib¬ 
rary, maintained by the Teoh- 
j nieal Division, consists of photo¬ 
graphs of the entire province. 
Over 135.000 -photographs are on 
file. From mosaics, prepared by 
joining and overlapping photo¬ 
graphs, pictorial coverage* is ob¬ 
tained of any desired area. 1 
Alberta’s 
aerial photo¬ 
graphs are of 
tremendous im 
portance to 
province and 
alike. 
Industrialists, 
>il companies, geologists, and 
prospectors find them invalu¬ 
able. They are also used by 
municipal offieiais for assess¬ 
ment purposes and for recon- 
naisnnee ih road construction. 
They serve an important pur¬ 
pose in 'locating bridges and in 
town planning. A forest inven¬ 
tory is being made from the 
photographs and their use in 
forest management is’ inriis|vp- 
«ble.
